Predictions for a successful Early 
Diagnosis Campaign have more than 
been confirmed by the orders now be- 
ing filled by the supply department of 
the National office. 

The first promise of outside co- 
operation has come from the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company, 
which again will tie up its full page 
April advertising with the campaign. 
Several associations have undertaken 
contact with Negro groups as the first 
step in the campaign, and North Car- 
olina has secured the fullest coopera- 
tion from its Negro Agricultural and 
Technical College in a program of 
lectures that will run through the 
summer. 

Extensive plans have been laid by 
the National office for publicity on a 
national scale. The first step has just 
been taken with the mailing of several 
stories and E. D. C. pamphlets to a 
specially selected list of trade journals 
throughout the country. Cuts to il- 
lustrate the stories also are available 
if editors wish them. Later in the 
campaign several special news stories 
will be sent out from this office. 


Already Moving 


Insurance companies will be asked 
to cooperate as they have in the past, 
by distributing among their policy 
holders copies of the pamphlets to be 
used during the campaign, and steps 
have been taken to interest fraternal 
orders and other large groups. Dr. 
Kleinschmidt has been invited to speak 
on the campaign before the association 
of physicians of fraternal organiza- 
tions of the U. S. in Chicago early in 
February. 

A direct contribution to state pub- 
licity will be made by the compilation 
of a three part publicity manual, a 
special cartoon, several news features 
for local adaptation, some radio and 
luncheon talks for speakers, and three 
columns of special features in plate 
form. The film, “Tuberculosis, and 
how it may be avoided,” is winning 
laudatory comment and has climbed 
rapidly to the pinnacle of success as 
the best film of its kind ever released. 
It was designed for junior high school 
students, but lends itself admirably to 
showings before parents and teachers. 
A teacher’s guide has been prepared 
to accompany it. 


To Prepare Book 


“The Teacher’s Inventory of 
Health Assets,” prepared by the Na- 
tional office to meet the appeal from 
the field for something new in prac- 
tical health educational material was 
the chief topic of discussion at the 
meeting of the Advisory Committee 
on Child Health Education of the 
Tuberculosis Secretaries held in New 
York, January 23rd. This will be 
useful as a supplement to any official 
course of study and is in line with 
the aims of health education as set 
forth in the report on health educa- 
tion of the Joint Committee of the 
National Education Association and 
American Medical Association. 

The Committee recommended the 
discontinuance of the use of buttons 
and pins in connection with the Cru- 


sade since modern educational thought 
is against individual awards to chil- 
dren. It was further recommended 
that the manuals “Supplementary De- 
vices,” “Advanced Course” and “Nu- 
trition Course” be discontinued, and 
also the nutrition score card; that the 
Keep Well Guide be brought up to 
date and the Introductory Course and 
General Course manuals be revised 
and printed together. No changes 
were recommended for the Knight- 


hood Chart, and the A, B and C score 


cards.

A Glimpse at the Program 


The preliminary program for the 
Memphis meeting, May 7-10, will be 
published in the March number of 
the BULLETIN. We are giving here, 
however, a brief glimpse of its salient 
features so that any who may be hesi- 
tating about going will realize what 
good things are in store. 

In the Clinical Section, of which 
Dr. L. J. Moorman is Chairman, 
three sessions are planned. The first 
will deal with Differential Diagnosis 
with papers by Drs. Alfred Henry, 
Thompson Frazer, and Stewart R. 
Roberts. The second session will deal 
with Surgery of the Phrenic Nerve 
with papers by Drs. W. S. Lemon, 
Richard Morgan, E. J. O’Brien, and 
Walter Werner. At the third session 
there will be miscellaneous papers, 
with one on Tuberculous Pleurisy by 
Dr. Gerald B. Webb, another paper 
by Dr. Horace Reed and others. 


In the Pathological Section of 
which Dr. J. Burns Amberson, Jr., is 
the Chairman, there will be a Sym- 
posium on Carbohydrates of the Tu- 
bercle Bacillus, reviewing the work 
done in sugars under the direction of 
the Medical Research Committee with 
papers by Johnson, Sabin, Long, An- 
derson and others. Among papers 
will be one by Dr. Boissevain. 

The Sociological Section with Dr. 
W. S. Leathers as Chairman will 
have a Symposium on Tuberculosis 
Among Negroes. A second session 
will deal with the Measurement of 
Results on the Tuberculosis Problem 
of a Generalized Nursing Service. 
Professor E. T. Krueger and Dr. E. 
T. Fales will present their findings as 
the basis for a full session’s discussion. 
The third session will deal with Child 
Health Education. Professor J. E. 
Rogers will lead the discussion. 

In the Administrative Section, the 
first session will deal with a demon- 
stration of the Alabama Movable 
School. The second session will be 
the Critique on Health Education 
Printed Matter. 
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Vincent Bowditch, M.D. 


In the death of Dr. Vincent Yard- 
ley Bowditch at his home in Boston, 
December 10, 1929, at the age of 77 
years, the tuberculosis movement loses 
a valued authority and friend. 


Following the example of Trudeau 
Dr. Bowditch established in 1891 the 


Sharon Sanatorium for working girls. 
At that time much controversy re- 
garding climatic elements was being 
carried on by those interested in the 
treatment of tuberculosis. Sharon, 
about thirty miles from Boston, was 
practically at sea level and the results 
of tuberculosis treatment in this loca- 
tion attracted the attention of scien- 
tists all over the world. 

Dr. Bowditch, in 1898, convinced 
the legislature of Massachusetts that 
the treatment of tuberculosis should 
rightly be the burden of the tax pay- 
ing public, and the result was the 
establishment of the first state sana- 
torium in the country at Rutland. 
The success of that institution stimu- 
lated other efforts to establish similar 
public institutions for the treatment 
of tuberculosis.

IN THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 


Dr. Jacobo Fajardo, Director of 
the Philippine Health Service, and 
Miss Genaro S. Manongodo, head of 
the public nursing service, recently 
visited the office and gave official in- 
formation regarding the progress of 
the Public Health Service in the 
Islands. 

A matter of particular interest 
from the point of view of tuberculosis 
is the arrangement whereby all official 
expenditure for tuberculosis work is 
carried on by the volunteer tubercu- 
losis association, the government ap- 
propriation being made directly to 
that body. Fortunately, there is close 
cooperation between the volunteer 
association and Dr. Fajardo’s depart- 
ment so that the plan, though irregu- 
lar, appears to work out fairly satis- 
factorily. 

Miss Manongodo spoke of the 
growing efficiency of public health 
nursing carried on under her direction 
by Philippine nurses trained in the 
local hospital. 

The death rate from tuberculosis in 
the Islands is high and the lack of 
generalized education which has 
handicapped the development of all 
public health work is being rapidly 
overcome by the development of a 
public school system throughout the 
Archipelago. 


In INDIA 


The tuberculosis association of 
Bengal, India, conducted a Christmas 
seal sale from Thanksgiving through 
Christmas, using the 1929 Christmas 
seals furnished by the National Asso- 
ciation. The “Statesman,” a news- 
paper published in Calcutta carried 
items about the seal sale similar to 
the publicity notices in this country; 
for example, “Mr. J. M. Len Gupta, 
Mayor of Calcutta, made the first 
purchase of 1,000 seals.” 


In Porto Rico 


The first preventorium in Porto 
Rico was inaugurated January 6 in 
Rio Piedras with 40 beds available at 
first. The building is large enough 


to accommodate 100 beds. There are 
also a tuberculosis hospital and an 
open air school in Caguas, all made 
possible by the sale of Christmas seals. 


In Moscow 


A report entitled “Institut Obouch, 
Moscou” (in French), recently re- 
ceived, contains a description of the 
work conducted at this Institute in 
Moscow, Russia. Dr. Obouch, the 
director of public health there, has 
been the head of the Institute since its 
founding in 1918. Special research 
work in occupational diseases among 
laborers is being conducted there and 
the institute maintains laboratories, a 
hospital and equipment for clinics. 
The careful attention given to the 
welfare of the workers is worthy of 
imitation by other countries. ‘Thor- 
ough medical examinations are given 
to every employee after which his dis- 
abilities are reported and an attempt 
is made to adjust his occupation to his 
physical condition. Inasmuch as the 
workers are under governmental con- 
trol in Russia, an unusual opportunity 
is given for comprehensive research 
into the effect of certain treatments, 
conditions of labor, the results of indi- 
vidual handicaps, and many other 
interesting industrial problems. <A 
Prophylactorium, or hospital, is 
maintained in connection with the 
Institute where patients are sent for 
observation and study. Although the 
program is most idealistic it will un- 
doubtedly be successful because of the 
control exercised by the government 
over the individual workman and also 
because the work is conducted by able 
physicians and sanitarians. 


In ITALY 


An excellently equipped dispensary 
on wheels is being taken into the pro- 
vincial regions of Italy in the form of 
a Fiat motor car. Complete examina- 
tions can be made, surgical operations 
performed, research work conducted, 
and lectures given illustrated with 
pictures, due to the compactly planned 
arrangements in this vehicle of the 
anti-tuberculosis campaign in Italy.

(Oslo). 

3—SociaL SUBJECT 

Teaching of tuberculosis to under 
graduates and post graduate courses 
on tuberculosis. 

Opening report by Prorgssor His 
(Berlin). 

Under the revised rules of the 
Union, a whole day will be given to 
the discussion of each subject, the 
morning sessions being from 8:30 to 
12:00 and the afternoon sessions 
from 3:00 to 5:00. For the opening 
report on each discussion, the speaker 
will be allowed approximately thirty 
minutes.

Crumbine, Director of the American Child 
Health Association, Dr. Mitchell and Miss 
Tapping of that organization sailed for 
Porto Rico January 2 to make a survey of 
the health conditions regarding children 
on the island. The National Tubercu- 
losis Association has directed its represen- 
tative, Dr. Jacobo Simonet, to assist this 
delegation in every way possible. 

Dr. Matthias Nicoll, New York State 
Commissioner of Health, has resigned to 
accept the position of county health com- 
missioner of Westchester County, New 
York. Westchester is the fourth county 
in New York State to create such a de- 
partment with a full time health officer, 
the others being Cattaraugus (1923), 
Suffolk (1928), and Cortland (1929).

At the urgent request of the Director 
of the Census, Miss Dempsey has been 
loaned to the Census Bureau to assist in 
preparing the occupation index so that 
it may be ready for use at the time the 
census is taken. Ten years ago Miss 
Dempsey was first assistant in the occu- 
pation division of the census and because 
of this experience she was needed as an 
expert to assist in this work. The Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association was glad 
to cooperate by loaning her.

Section of the American Physical Educa- 
tion Association will be held in Birming- 
ham, Alabama, March 12 to 15. The 
general subject will be: What physical 
and health education contribute toward 
more complete living in the South at the 
present time.

Help Pass Bill

on Education. It provides for 
the continuation of the rehabili- 
tation of civilians disabled 
through accident or otherwise, 
including arrested cases of tu- 
berculosis. It carries in- 
creased appropriation which 
will permit of considerable ex- 
tension of the service.
